Tho Princess Louise, which arrived 
front Skidegate aud way portsitst even- 
ing, brought news that on Pebruary '21 
an earthquake shook was feU on all the 
islands around Skidegate, especially on 
tho west coast of Queen Charlotte island, 
where a few old shanties were leveled to 
llie ground. The totem poles of tho In- 
diana shook like, leave's and iu sonic 
places tho, earth- .waS' orapked. /^The

— Since writing tho above, 
there have been two shocks more, " The 
last one was preceded fifteen or twenty 
seconds by u whirring nojise.

— In an interview 
to-;i,iy with a repi-eseiilalive of the 
United Press, an intiiiiaLe friend of Mr.

This object is attained in the liist 
place by taking into aecoiiiit iu 
calculating the amount of purchase 
money wiiicli ought lo be advanced 
in each case, and tliu rank injustice ol 
the provision will readily be aeeu when 
it is remembered that by the admission 
not only of every royal commission that 
has ever inquired into the question, but 
even -of the ministers themselves, the 
interest of the tenant now in many 
cases exceeds that of the landlord him- 
self. A second device for attaining the 
object iu view, viz: Confiscation otten- 
itnt's improvements and puiBngof land- 
lord's interest, is that of taking no ac-

In Great Britain agrioultuie lius beei. 
for a long time depressed. Times have, 
been hard, prices have been low, nno 
tlu- farniiM- liave found ii iinpo.ssiblc ti 
live aijil al thrsanu (inn; Icj pay lii-sicni. 
The politician in ICnglanil came lu ihi 
farmer's rescue, and told him that t'lia 
trade was the source of all his uvil.s. 
The British farmer was forced to com- 
pete with chenp production everywhere, 
and it was no woi.ulcr that he could nol 
inaUe lioth end?, niei-t. Bieadstuli's, 
fruits, vegutuhlus, butter, cheese uiii! 
meats were allowe<l to eonn; in ti 
British ports from the uuda of tiie earth 
perfectly free. How was the I^ritisli 
farmer to compete in the liome markei 
with this host of foreign producers: 
He was unfairly treated liy the (iovcrn- 
nieiit that .shunKl cneoniage him. Wlial 
he wanted was jji uiection. If he luui 
the home uuukeL to liunself ho could 
afford to pay more taxes to tlie Govern- 
ment and liigher prices for what he 
bouglit. 

Hero we see what is regarded as the 
cure for agricultural deprcrt.sion in 
America i.s lieclared to he its cause ii, 
Great Britain. The Canadian Liberal 
demands free trade to relieve the Cana- 
dian farhier, and the British Free 
trader agitates for protection to iinorove 
the condition of the ISriri.sh agricultur- 
ist. But it may be instructive to notice 
that agriculture is depre.-sed in Initli 
protectiouist and free trade countries. 
Just now tlie complaints of the 'Ameri- 
can farmer — United States and Cana- 
dian — aie rather louder than pre the 
nnirmius of the llritish farmer. These 
facts should cause the thinking man to 
conclude tliat it is nol altogether either 
protection or free trade timt is at the 
bottom of the farmer's difficulties on 
both sides of the ocean, and under fiscal 
policies and other conditions which are 
widely different. Ought he not to look 
somewhere else for the cause of 
the depression of wliich they all 
complain '1 Would it not be w ell 
to compare the farmer's way ot 
living now to what it was some twenty 
years ago. Do farmers live as plainly 
now as they did then ? Has tliere not 
been a very consiilerable change in 
his ideas ,cs to what constitute 
comfort and respectidiility '.' Is the 
farmer of to-day conteni to live 
in the same way as bis father did, and 
to bring up his family in the same -style 1 
We think that if some prying statis- 
tician went about the work of in(|uiry 
he woukl iind that tlie farmer's expenses 
are very much greater than lln;y used to 
he iu the good o|,| limes. He luu.st 
live in a helter house and that 
liouse must be more richly and more 
conveniently furnished. He must sit 
down to a better table and his ecpiipage 
must be more costly. The iilaiii clothes 
worn liy the men and women of a past 

generation ,ur not g I cnoiigli for liiiii, 

and his family and he d.ies not choose to 
., live the solitary life thai the old folks, 
lived. He must enjoy some at least of 
the picasiu rs of society. His children, 
too, musi ncit he mere hawbucks. They 
must l,c cduciited, and it will go liici.l 
with hiin ii one or more of his .son.; i.^ 
not educated for one of the learned 
professions at hia expense, This is 
all very well; but it mijst be 
remembered that all these things 
cost money, and the money for it all 
nuist come oui ot tlu; land. It follows, 
then, ihai. ilir nop which would be suf- 
ficient, ev-ii at the present luarUet 
price, to support a family in comfoi 1 
some years ago iu not aullicieiit to pay 
expenses in, these days. The conse- 
quence is that debts are incurred, and 
by and by it is found neccxsary, in or- 
iler to keep llic shi-rill' oiitsiilc the gate, 
to moi tgage ihc! lai iii. This, we fani:y, 
is the cause of niii.-l; of the emliarr.iss 
nienl felt hy fanners in the older jno- 
vinces of Canada and in many states of 
the Union. 

It may be said that the farmer shoul.l 
not be a slave. He deserves to enjo^ 
the pleasTiros of life and its 
elegaiieieH and reliiiements aa well as 
men of any other class. There is no 
doubt of that. Hut wo must t iki; the 
world as it is, and every man knows 
that if his expenses are greator than bifi 
income warrants ho must come to grief 
Hooiier or later. -Men who buy wheat 
and barley and pot atoes are not actuated 
by sent imenlal motives. They will give 
the markei pi ice for those cominodilieH 
and not a cent. more. It niiiy bo that 
the farmer deserves a richer reward for 
bis labor and his skill, but his 
deserts are not considered by the 
buyer of farni |U'odiice. We will have 
to wait for .Mr. llellamy's millenium to 
have all pri..iiir,is and all toilers 
rewarded alike, ■lust now the farmer 
must take what ho can get, and it would 
bo wise in him to cut his coat according 
to his cloth. 

We may bo wrong, but it seems tons 
that mucli of tin; agi icniltiiial depres- 
sion that wo read of, particularly in the 
older countries, is duo ratlier to tho 



changes .in the domestic habits of the 
fanners than to the policies of govorn- 
uii'nln, though these no donl't have Inid 
their ed'cct. 



ABOlUaiNA L RACEH. 

The iuflucuoe of white men over the 
aboriginal inhabitants of colonies doe;< 
not seeni to be anywhere elevating. It 
can hardly^ be «^d|tha^.the |c|^iftu. races 
of North America '^lave '"benefitted 
greatly by conliict with the colonists. 
They du nol take kindly to civilization. 
Its most conspiouous effect on them is 
to lessen their numbers. The North 
American Indian does not ap- 
pear to bo naturally, by any 
means, a degraded type of man. Phy- 
sically he is superior to mil- 
lions of what we regard as the liighei' 
race and intellectually lie does not seem 
much their'inferior. ''But he does not 
improve. He loses manj' of the good 
i|U.dities of the .savage, while he does 
not aci)uire the virtues of the c;ivili/.ed 
man. The longer he is under civilizing 
iiilluences thegrenter does his inferiority 
to civilized men appear. The dill'erence 
betwet 11 Qolunibus, .Cortes or .Cabot and 
the Indian chiefs whom they met was 
not nearly so great as the dilVereiue lie- 
tween an Knglish or an .■\nierican gentle 
loan and the leading men of Indian com- 
iiiunitiesin these days. 'I'he Indian has 
lost his indeiicndeni'i; and his self-conti- 
dence,'and he- has not derived from 
civilization any compensatinj; advaii- 
taL;( .-i. When wi' i-onlemplate theccni 
dilii.ii id the Indian in I liesi; days wi 
ue almost forced to the coiK;lusion tha' 
, ilher he is not civilizahle, or that I he 
right way to civilize him has not j et 
been discovered.' 

We find that in Australia, too, the ali- 
tuigiiial inhabitants have not derived 
many advantages from their intei'coursi 
.vith the white man. The aliorigin l 
iidiahitants of Tasmania h.ive lain 
nearly if not (juite civilized oil 
the face of the earth, and the 
black fellows on the continent 
.u e little if at all superior to what their 
ancestors were in the days of Coptain 
i'ook. The following dcseri])tion of the 
native .Australian, we have good reason 
to believe, is not in the least e.-iaggerati;!) ; 
"Civilization baa had no good inlln 
ence on the Australian native, as In 
.■iiniply absorbs its vices. His treaclier\ 
is as proverbial tts hia ingratitude, and, 
t ike hiiu all in all, he is a far woi si- 
specimen tlian even the lowest Indian 
in the country. lOven the I'iute is high 
ill the social scale compared with the 
hiacks of the antipodes." How is 
this? We send missionaries to 
convert the heathen in foreign lands, 
hut we fail to elevate either nioially ni 
intellectually those that we Iind .it oui 
own doois. This is a matter \\oilli en 
■ piiring into. Cm more he ilom: for tin- 
Indians than has been done'^ If tlu-y 
lie capable of improvement, why have 
they not been improved ? 

The inlluence of civilized men on tin 
natives of the islands of the I'aeilic has 
iieen most deploralile. Irreparalile in 
jury has heeii doiu- to the gay ami 
amiable inhabitants of those islands hy 
visitors from civilized lunds. They are 
worse and not better by their contact 
with men of a .superi<ir race and a 
higher civilization. Tins is lamentable. 
" 'Tis true tia pity, and pity 'tis, 'tis 
true."

Ono of tho iDoet intorost.lng tralta 
a'bout tlio woodcock l:-i tho fact ot ita oc- 
casionally conveying its younr.; through 
the air, w hich is doiio by only ono or 
two other biitls. This is no recent dia- 
covory. Tlio fact was known as early as 
tho middle of laat contUry, though Gil- 
bert White rightly surmised that those 
observers were mistaken who fancied 
tho young wore conveyed either by or 
In the bill. It in just aa erroneous, 
however, to siibstituto tho claws, jtA 
some havo done. Tho truth is that, 
when tho parent bird wishes to convey 
hor young one from a place of danger 
to ono of safety, tho tiny thing is gently 
proasod between, the feet and against 
the breast, tho aid of tho bill being' re- 
Bortod to only when flio hurdi'n has boon 
hastily taken up. hi this way tin' whole 
of tho brood is aomotinio.s removed from 
ono part of a wood to anothpr when tho 
birds havo boon muph disturbed. On 
this subjeot therp,l8 a^,iui,ert-.stiiig note 
in "Lays of: the'.,i)e,er El^rest," by the 
brothers Stuart: "One inorning sitting 
on u gray stone, f saw a dark eye which 
was il.xed upon iiiiiio fron; tho bed ol 
leaves! hi.hire lue', wliuii suddenly tin; 
little hroivii head of a young we)odcoe;k 
pi'ep(;d out from the feathers of the old 
one's breast, uttering that plaintivii cry 
for which language has no sig'u. There 
we.ro two in ore young wooJcoirks, and lo 
relieve the aii.xiely of ihn miidrc, 1 left 
h<;r. Near the pltic.o whern I found her 
there was a soft, green strip, mich as 
waodcocks love. 1 had no doubt that 
the family would Im there next day; and 
as I passed near I turned aside to soo 
\\»bat they wore doing.'lUpoii a dry bank 
half way tlown tho brao, I almost stum- 
bled over a bird, which rose at my fi'el;
